Governor Goldsborough accompan. 
db Ohairmay Weller, W. B. Miller, 
Mr. Ramsey aud E. k. Goslin arriv- 
ed in Salisbury at 5 b. m., Friday 
from Sbucptowu after a brivf iuspec · 
tian of Dorwhester roads. The meet- 
ing was valled to oder in the Court 
Heuss ut eight in the evening. The 
Salisbory’ Cornet Band furnished. mus- 
fo for the occasion. , 

Governor Goldsborough in hja ad- 
dresa gave a brief outilne of the policy 
of. the Board’ and said that they 
would give to the people more miles 
of road than before; that they would 
be built at lens cost por mile than ev- 
er before, and promised tbat they 
shoald.'be built more quickly. He 
made a very interesting address and 
his promive of more miles, at less cost 
per mile, aud without unnecessary 
delay, met with the hearty approval 
of, the andienve. Addresses were 
made by Mr. Weller, Ohairman of the 
Board aud Messrs. Miller and Goalin. 

These gentlemen disouesed the cou- 
struction and maintenance of the State 
Roads. The Shoemaker Act, was fully 
disonssed and tho policy of the Uom- 
migsion in regard to same outlined, it 
was made clear that the present Board 
intended to make a movh more liberal 
applicatiun of this law than was the 
policy of the old Commission While 
the work is to be done under the su 
pervision of the State Board, it was 
made.clear that the various Ooonties 
would not be bandfcapped by having 
to build roads out of a material so 
aoatly us to’ practically nullify the 
good features in the law. . 

Materiale as are suitable for the 
various loodlitjes, will be permitted, 
aud it la tien hoped roads which in 
every respects will meet the needs of 
the community through which they 
go, can be built at a cost of from 31500 
to 89000 per mile as aguinst 85000. to 
$10,000 under the policy of the last 
Commission. 

It ia gonerally recognised’ that in 
most localities of the State marerials 
can be found which if made use of 
will build good roada at a monh less 
oost than cam be built from ofaterial

Wicomico County was pald a high 
compliment by the members of the 
Commissioun, who stated that it was 
the best managed aud most progres- 
sive County in the State, and that in 
its roads a showing had been made 
both in building ard maintenance 
which could be regarded as the best in 
the State.

LIQUORS AS FORM OF POISON 


Produce Abnormal Conditions of Cir 
culatory System and Destroy Funo- 
tions by Subtle Paralysis. 

— 

If reports are to be trusted Profes- 
sor Whitney, of Wesleyan university, 
proves that liquors are poisonous after 
all the alcohol has been extracted 
from them.

We prefer to 
believe that alcohol is a miserable de- 
ceiver, and whosoever is deceived 
thereby is not wise. Professor Jor- 
dan says ilquors make you feel warm 
when you aré not warm, seem to 
yourself wise when you really are 
aulte elmple. The experiments in 
Nussla, where liquors are used as & 
supposed substitute for food, have 
proved that liquor has the direct ef- 
fect of releasing the blood from the 
heart and arteries and flushing the 
surface of the body, producing the 
temporaty effect of bodily warmth 
but in reality weakens by a form of 
paralysis the whole circulatory sys 
tem. We think the government tests 
not only of the United States but of 
the leading nations of Europe can be 
relied upon. These experts agree that 
liquors are a form of poison, pro- 
ducing abnormal conditions in the elr- 
culatory system and in a comparative- 
ly short time destroying the functions 
of the smaller, finer vesicles of the 
circulatory system by a form of subtle 
paralysis. The man who takes even 
one drink can never be the perfect 
physical man. The physical effects 
are matters of observation. The men- 
‘tal prospective is changed. The finer 
restraints, the self-inspection, the self- 
judgment, the bashfulness, a real qual- 
‘tty of growing manhood and growing 
womanhood, are broken down. The 
flush of liquor sweeps away these fine 
spiritual barriers, and the young man 
finds himself without moral harness 
and under the hallucination of this 
paralysis of his higher, truer, better 
impulses, he “enjoys” making a wild 
fool of himself. It is not due to the 
stimulus of liquor but to the release 
from the self-controlling apparatus of 
his system. Liquor does not really 
stimulate, but really paralyzes re- 
straint. It is primarily a form of 
physical death, Incipient death to the 
circulatory system in and around the 
“nerves. This, we believe, ls the con- 
sensus of scientific scholarship as 
reached by government experts in 
this country and in Europe. This view 
bas the authority of experiment and 
observation. The effect is not tem- 
porary and recoverable. The effect is 
absolute death to a percentage of the 
cjrculatory system. One drink of 
Itquor absolutely changes the physical 
equipment.

NATIONAL MENACE IN FRANCE 


Country le in Danger of Death from 
Drink—Army Corps Is Lost Each 
Year, Through Alcohol, . 

The French National league against 
alcoholism declares that Franoe is in 
danger of death from drink: “Alcohol 
desolates our most beautiful prov- 
inces, Normandy, Brittany, the 
Vosges, Picardy, Maine. In Orne the 
decrease of population has been 80,000 
in twenty-five years, in Manche 75,000, 
in Normandy 200,000. Infant mortal 
ity is appalling, and conscripts by 
scores are found unfit for service.” 
In Orne, one report states, 67 per 
cent. of those summoned to the cok 
ore were rejected, in March, 60 per 
‘cent, in the Vallee des Vosges, 60 
per cent., and the drink evil is large 
ly responsible. The military authort- 
ties calculate that France loses an 
army corps each year through alcohol, 

Dr. Jaques Bertillon, the famous 
:criminologist, who bas made astonish- 
ing researches into the relation of al- 
cohol to tuberculosis, estimates, in 
the Revue de Tuberculosis, that a suc. 
cessful fight against alcohol in France 
‘would reduce the number of deaths 
from consumption yearly by some 16,- 
000 more. What steps can be taken 
are being discussed by the authori- 
ties in some localities, but widespread 
scientific education on the subject of 
| the baneful effects of alcohol must be 
promoted before a radical change for 
the better can be looked for in France,

DIFFICULT TO RAISE TURKEY 


Overfeeding and Vermin Among prir 
cipal Causes of Mortality—Chick- 
en Hens Poor Brooders, 


(By A. GLAIGHER, Ohio) 

Turkey hens, as a rule, lay their 
eggs on the ground. As, they begin 
laying very early in the season, it 
fs best to remove the eggs from 
the nest soon after they are laid, 
and replace them with hen eggs. 

Be careful not to let à turkey hen 
eee you near the nest, because tur- 
keys are very cunning and resent 
intrusion. Wrap the eggs in paper 
and place in boxes one layer deep. 
They should be turned carefully, 
every. day until placed for hatching. 
Turkey eggs will keep in good condi- 
tion for 21 days when cared for in 
this manner, But it {s never advisable 
to keep eggs longer than ia neces 
gary. 

Some people hatch their turkey- 
eggs with chicken hens, but we do 
not think it a good practice, on ac 
count of the fact that the poulta are 
apt to get lousy: We had an er- 
perience of this kind a few years ago. 
In spite of the fact that the poults: 
were thoroughly dusted with powder 
every few days they began to droop 
and die. 

As a last resort we used olive ofl 
and found it excellent, Do not use 
too much oil, Lard, or any kind of 
animal grease will kill young poults 
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clean coarse sand. Rice, 

cooked, is good for young turkeys, 
and pin-head oats, or coarse oat meal 
is also good. Corn is too fattening 
for growing turkeys and commercial 
chick-feed is too hard to digest. Whole 
wheat is good after they are six weeks 
old, but only feed a very little of it.
